N W affordable 

orkspace is set to be 
3ened in underused 
ouncil buildings in 
Hackney Wick to help small 
creative businesses, that are facing 
eviction due to redevelopment, 
remain in the area. 

The Council will refurbish and 
let two buildings - the Old Baths 
on Eastway and the Trowbridge 
Centre on Trowbridge Road 
- to existing artistic businesses 
and small manufacturers at a 
subsidised rate over the next seven 
years while major redevelopment 
takes place nearby. 

The Council’s plan aims to 


allow the existing cluster of 
creative businesses - one of the 
largest concentrations of artist 
studios and cultural startups in 
London - to remain in Hackney 
Wick while works are under way, 
and later move back into new 
affordable workspace built as part 
of regeneration plans. 

Strict planning rules set out 
by the Council and the London 
Legacy Development Corporation 
last year safeguard affordable 
workspace and cap rent 
increases in new largely private 
developments near Hackney Wick 
Station - with rent set at less than 
half of the current market rate. 


The rules will protect around 
8,500 square metres of existing 
creative workspace in new 
developments, alongside new 
homes, retail and community 
facilities, and public spaces. 

But as some existing buildings 
are demolished, traders have 
raised concerns that they will be 
forced to leave the area before the 
new workspace is completed. 

The Hackney Wick and Lish 
Island Creative Quarter is home 
to nearly 250 artist studios and 
more than 100 creative businesses, 
alongside small traders such as 
furniture, framers and set builders. 
Nearly nine in 10 firms there 


employ fewer than five people. 

The Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, said: “The creative 
community is the heart of 
Hackney Wick, and it’s important 
that we do all we can to protect 
the industries, makers and artists 
who make the area the unique and 
exciting place it is. 

“While regeneration will bring 
new opportunities, it’s vital that 
long-established small traders are 
given the chance to take advantage 
of them.” 

Refurbishment work will take 
place over the summer, with 
spaces expected to be available 
later this year.

Bus service changes 


B US routes in 
Hackney are 
changing, and the 
Council wants 
to hear about residents’ 
experiences of using buses 
following a series of cuts to 
routes in the borough. 

Feedback from the survey 
will be used to inform 
future campaigns and 
discussions with Transport 
for London (TfL) about 
Hackney’s bus services. 

The changes TfL has 
made to bus routes that go 
through Hackney include 
cutting the 242 between 
St Paul’s and Tottenham 
Court Road and the 73 
between Seven Sisters and 
Stoke Newington and 
between Oxford Circus 
and Victoria. 

There are also plans to 
cut the 277 route between 
Dalston Junction and 
Highbury and Islington. 

TfL does not consult on 
reductions in frequency of 
bus routes but the Council 
understands that further 
cuts are to be introduced 
this year. 


The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: 
“Buses are at the heart 
of Hackney’s transport 
infrastructure. Some of 
the most deprived areas of 
the borough are also the 
furthest away from train 
stations, with the lowest 
rates of car ownership. 

“Many of our housing 
estates are home to 
thousands of people, 
but only served by a 
single bus route.

fare has helped to keep 
buses affordable, I fear 
that residents in these areas 
will be disproportionately 
affected by cuts to buses. 

“I would urge all 
residents to share their 
experiences with us so 
we can work with TfL 
to secure the best possible 
bus services.” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, 
added: “The opening of 
the London Overground 
means Hackney is 
more connected than 
\ it used to be, but 
there are still very 
few train and 
Tube stations 
compared to 
other parts 
of London. 


“A quarter of Hackney 
residents use buses as their 
main mode of transport. 

“I am particularly 
interested to hear about 
any measures residents 
think that we could take to 
make bus journeys better. 

“There are some things 
we could do on our roads 
to try and reduce delays, 
like getting rid of car 
parking to free up road 
space, adding ‘bus gates’ 
that mean only buses 
can use certain routes, or 
extending bus lane hours.”

Winner flags up African roots 

YOUNG artists visited Hackney Town Hall to receive 
awards for their creativity and hard work in designing a 
Hackney Black History Flag. 

The winning design will now be made into a real flag and 
will be flown above the Town Hall for Black History Month 
in October. 

Deputy Mayor Antoinette Bramble presented certificates 
on 1 March to the winner and five runners up from entries 
sent in from young people across Hackney. 

Winner Malaika Parillon Langlais Baron, 13, a Year 8 pupil 
from The Urswick School, said: “I have African roots and 
my design is inspired by my own experience of growing 
within a black community and culture in Hackney.” 
Jonathan Beasley, Head of Art & Photography at The 
Urswick School, added: “It is a real moment of pride for us 
as a school - to see our student’s creativity and sense of 
culture and history being celebrated in this way.” 

The final designs were picked out by a panel of judges 
and were awarded on distinctiveness of design, being 
exciting and colourful, and celebrating the present and 
future while honouring the past. 

As well as commendations, the finalists also received 
Love To Shop vouchers. The winner received a T-shirt 
from local clothing start-up Future Royals.

WOMEN took over 
Well Street Market 
stalls to help celebrate 
the centenary of women 
getting the right to vote and 
also to mark International 
Women’s Day. 

From street food to 
vintage clothes and fresh 
flowers, stalls were run 


by female-led businesses 
on 3 March. 

There were speeches 
throughout the day, 
including from a 
representative of the 
Women’s Business Council 
and Hackney Young 
Speaker Rose Ilunga. 

Rose, 16, said: “I’ve seen 


stalls mark right to vote 


the women running the 
stalls and the shops and I’ve 
found it empowering and 
truly inspiring.” 

Cllr Carole Williams, 
Cabinet Member for 
Employment, Skills and 
Human Resources, said: 
“We’ve come a long way 
since February 1918 when 


some women got the right 
to vote, but we’ve still a 
long way to go.” 

Alongside speeches 
there was music, dance 
and a demonstration by 
Morningside Youth Club 
on how the suffragettes 
had protested for women’s 
right to vote. 


HHackney 
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ITHIN the 
space of 100 
metres at the 
southern end 
of Mare Street are three 
very different neighbours - 
WeWork London, SPACE 
and Second Home. 

WeWork London Fields, 
which opened last year in 
a leased Council building, 
and Second Home, which 
is set to open this year, 
provide workspace to the 
growing band of startups in 
the borough. 

One startup is Mous, a 
phone accessory company, 
based at WeWork London 
Fields. Founder James 
Griffith, attributed its 
success to its location. 

He said: “We debated 
where to locate it, but 
we knew we needed the 
creative people here in 
Hackney. We’ve now gone 
from employing two to 50 
people in a year.” 

Second Home, a social 
enterprise, is still under 
construction. It was 
co-founded by former 
Downing Street adviser 
Rohan Silva, and is located 
just across the road from 
WeWork. Its unique draw 
will be an in-house nursery 
- the second location for 
Stoke Newington-based 
N Family Club. 

Next door is SPACE, 
a charity that offers free 
workspace to up-and- 
coming artists looking to 
gain commissions. 

It has 10 locations in 
Hackney and supports a 
professional development 
programme for over 600 
artists, 83 per cent of whom 
earn less than the London 
Living Wage.

Executive, SPACE, said: 
“Our message is that 
Hackney needs artists, 
and artists need affordable 
workspace.” 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, visited all 
three earlier this month, 
along with social enterprise 
Allia - a start-up incubator 
which provides free 
workspace and support 
for social impact 
organisations - and Kreativ 
House, which provides 
new workspace and a free 
gallery in former Council 
offices at 280 Mare Street. 


Mayor Glanville said: 
“We know that startups, 
artists, charities and 
bigger businesses thrive 
in Hackney and love the 
wealth of creative and 
entrepreneurial talent they 
can find in the borough. 

“Promoting a local 
economy that supports all 
types of businesses, social 


enterprises and nonprofits 
is crucial, and where we 
can do this with our own 
buildings - three of the five 
social enterprises I visited 
lease Council buildings - 
we will. We want to work 
with Hackney businesses 
to deliver our wider 
socio-economic aspirations 
for the borough.”

Sustainable SEND provision 

THE Council is set to work with parents, teachers and other 
stakeholders on proposals to ensure it can continue to 
deliver high quality provision for children and young people 
with special educational needs (SEND). 

The announcement follows a consultation on proposals to 
introduce a new funding model. 

Cllr Antoinette Bramble, Deputy Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“We have listened to feedback during the consultation and 
as a result we are going to work together with parents, 
carers and teachers to find a way to ensure pupils with SEND 
continue to receive the support they need, but in a way that 
is sustainable in the long term. The consultation was the 
beginning of this dialogue. 

“Across the country, SEND services have been underfunded 
by central Government for many years. High Needs funding - 
one of the elements that funds extra support for children and 
young people with special educational needs and disabilities 
at mainstream schools - has effectively been frozen since 
2011. Councils have been subsidising these services 
from reserves, but such arrangements are becoming 
unsustainable in the face of ongoing Government cuts. 

“Last year across London, there was a shortfall of 
£1 OOmillion. In Hackney the figure is around £6.1 million. 

This is because of a rise in the number of children the 
Council is supporting due to changes 
in legislation and rising costs, against 
a funding freeze. The Council has 
campaigned hard to highlight our 
concerns over this ‘hidden funding 
crisis’ and will continue to do so.”

Cabinet to discuss fire safety 

DETAILS of fire safety work completed by the Council, as 
well as ongoing work to ensure all Council blocks are safe, 
will be discussed at a Cabinet meeting on 19 March. 

The latest report includes a recap on measures taken 
to date, including a round-up of tests on cladding and 
recommendations from independent experts. 

The report also provides information on ongoing work, 
the installation of sprinklers in homes where it has been 
recommended by the London Fire Brigade, the removal 
of some cladding, as well as information about fire 
safely in schools, the private rented sector and 
temporary accommodation. The Cabinet report will be 
published on 1 9 March.

movement were at the heart 
of celebrations to mark 
the end of LGBT History 
Month in Hackney. 

Guests braved a snow 
storm to support the event 
at Hackney Town Hall on 
28 February. It was also an 
opportunity to share news 
about all the events and 
projects developed over the 


past year - by the borough’s 
LGBTQI+ (Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender, 
Queer, Inter sex plus) 
community - as part of 
Hackney Pride 365 festival. 

The evening was hosted 
by John Sizzle of The Glory 
and there were energetic 
performances from drag 
artist Rhys’ Pieces, poet 
Andreena Bogle, and rapper 
SJ Soulist. 

Hackney-born Lavinia 
Co-op, who travelled the 
world as part of radical 


drag troupe Bloolips - 
which emerged in the 1970s 
from the Gay Liberation 
Front movement - talked 
about her time living and 
working in New York and 
performed a song in tribute 
to the activists she met there 


including key figures in the 
Stonewall riots: Marsha P 
Johnson and Sylvia Rivera. 

Maya-Liam, a member 
of Project Indigo, a 
Hackney-based LGBTQI+ 
youth group, gave a 
powerful speech about 


their experience of being 
assaulted in a transphobic 
hate crime; their personal 
understanding of gender 
and sexuality; and read 
aloud a manifesto for 
equality created by Project 
Indigo members. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, spoke 
about the achievements of 
the Council’s Hackney Pride 
365 festival and announced 
further plans. These 
included a partnership with 
the Fringe! film festival; an 


LGBTQI+ family focused 
picnic as part of the Dalston 
Children’s festival in May; 
and a partnership between 
Hackney Museum and 
BlackOutUK to collect 
and share the stories of 
local QTIPOC (Queer, 
Transgender, Inter sex 
People of Colour). 

The Mayor said: “It’s 
been an incredible first year 
for Hackney Pride 365, a 
huge thanks to everyone 
who took part. 

“I hope that in 2018,

strolling? - to win 
Britain’s Best Walking 
Neighbourhood Award. 

Launched by The 
Ramblers charity, the award 
aims to celebrate British 
locations that ‘put urban 
walkers first’. 

Mounting evidence 
suggests that there are 
proven health benefits for 
residents of cities where 
walking is promoted and 
facilitated. Yet recent figures 
from the Department 
for Transport show that 
walking trips have declined 
by almost one-fifth over the 
past decade. 

To combat this, the 
national walking charity is 
searching for Britain’s best 
walking neighbourhood. 
They are asking members 
of the public to vote for 
areas with well-connected 
pedestrian routes and green 
spaces that make it easy 
to reach shops, libraries, 
schools and transport hubs. 

Unsurprisingly, Hackney 
has made it into the top 10. 
At just 7.5 square miles, 
the borough contains 
58 parks - ranging from 
Hackney Marshes, with 
the largest concentration of 
football pitches in Europe, 
to the Woodberry Wetlands 
nature reserve.

Homerton set to become a 
low emission neighbourhood 

A NEW business Low Emission Neighbourhood (LEN) 
is set to be delivered in Homerton after the Council and 
Homerton Hospital Trust were jointly awarded £128,400 
from the Mayor’s Business Air Quality Fund. 

Hospital staff will trial electric vehicles, and electric 
charging points will be installed across the hospital site. 
Walking routes to Hackney Central and Homerton stations 
will be improved and more good quality cycle parking will 
be installed to enable more people to cycle to the hospital. 
The interventions will help reduce the impact of the 
hospital on local air quality and congestion. The Council 
will also work with residents in the Homerton area to 
encourage them to walk and cycle more. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: “Homerton hospital is one of the 
biggest employers in Hackney, with thousands of people 
travelling to and from the site every day. We will use this 
funding to help reduce the number of polluting vehicles 
driven in the area around the hospital and enable people 
to switch to zero emission modes of transport - walking, 
cycling and electric vehicles.” 

Chris Forster, Director of Estates and Facilities at Homerton 
Hospital Trust, added: “The Trust is pleased to receive 
funding and looks forward to continue working with 
Hackney to improve air quality and the local environment.” 
The new business LEN will be the second Low Emissions 
Neighbourhood in Hackney, joining the City Fringe. 


Hackney’s roads made safer and greener by street improvement schemes 



OVER the past few months 
the Council has consulted on, 
and implemented, a number 
of schemes to reduce traffic, 
make streets safer for walking 
and cycling, and improve air 
quality across the borough. 

Several streets around 
Frampton Park Road have 
now closed to through traffic 
and new trees have been 
planted. A one-way system 
was activated on Oldhill Street 
from Stamford Grove East 


to Feldman Close. The same 
section is now a pedestrian 
and cycle only zone at school 
opening and closing times. 

Construction of the new 
traffic free Narrow Way on 
Mare Street is nearly complete, 
with a new crossing being 
installed at Dalston Lane. 

Seventy one per cent of 
respondents supported 
proposals to revert Wick Road 
to two-way traffic and create 
cycle lanes in both directions, 


with construction due to start 
next month. 

Garden Walk, in Shoreditch, 
will be closed to through traffic 
by the end of this month. While 
the route to Hoxton Square, 
from Bowling Green Walk, 
is currently being improved 
for pedestrians. 

Sixty five per cent of 
respondents supported 
proposals to install signals at 
the junction of Queensbridge 
Road and Middleton Road to 


make it safer to cross. 

And 56 per cent of those 
who responded to the ultra low 
emission streets consultation 
supported the proposals for 
two low emission streets in 
Shoreditch, which will be 
implemented in the spring. 

Consultation responses for 
other schemes including the 
proposals for Walford Road, 
West Bank and New Inn Yard 
are still being analysed, and 
will be published in due course.

Theatre 
for all 


By Harriet Worsley 


S IMON Godwin 
may be one of 
Britain’s foremost 
theatre directors, 
but it might never have 
happened had it not been 
for an early set-back. 

“As a child, I wanted to 
be an actor,” explains the 
Hackney resident. But then 
came the realisation: “My 
ability was... limited. I could 
only really play myself.” 

It is almost as if, since 
that childhood epiphany, 
he has been determined 
to pursue a career as a 
chameleon, reinventing not 
himself, but the plays with 
which he works. 

His Royal Shakespeare 
Company production of 
Hamlet, first staged in 
2016 at the Swan Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon, and 
revived for the Hackney 
Empire this month, is the 
first in the company’s 
history to feature a black 
actor in the lead role, 
transposing the action to 
an African state. 

Last year he staged 
another Shakespeare 
play, Twelfth Night, at 
the National Theatre, 
putting Tamsin Greig in the 
traditionally male lead role 


of Malvolio (or, in her 
case, Malvolia). 

“It’s a way of linking my 
love of these great texts with 
my realisation that they need 
to be treated like completely 
new plays for their wonder 
to emerge intact each time,” 
he explains. 

It is not shock tactics 
that he is after, however. 
“Shocks kill,” he says, 
adding: “Surprises, on the 
other hand, are enlivening. 

I want audiences to be 
surprised into looking at 
these plays with new eyes, or 
from a different angle.” 

Simon’s love of literature 
is real. He studied English 
at Cambridge and it was 
there that he discovered his 
passion for directing. 

He explains: “I tried 
directing instead of acting 
and I realised it was 
infinitely more fun. I could 
be everyone in the play, not 
just one part.” 

It was a busy time for 
the university’s theatre 
scene. Simon continues: 
“Paul King, who directed 
Paddington, and David 
Mitchell and Robert Webb 
were all there too, so it was 
a very rich environment. 

But thankfully, your 
background matters less 
and less if you want to get 
into theatre. Now more than

ever, it’s about what you 
actually do.” 

And Simon did lots. 

Fresh from university he 
co-founded a new theatre 
company, Straydogs. 

When their production of 
Eurydice transferred from 
the Battersea Arts Centre to 
the Whitehall Theatre, (now 
the Trafalgar Studios), they 
became one of the youngest 
companies ever to stage a 
play in the West End. 

It was enough to earn 
Simon, who was still in his 
mid-20s, a coveted role as 
associate director at the 
Royal and Derngate theatre 
in Northampton. But even 
if everyone else believed in 
him, Simon was not so sure.

He left directing for a 
short while to do ‘two years 
of clowning around’ at 
the London International 
School of Performing 
Arts - an attempt to park 
his intellectual approach 
and try a more physical 
connection with theatre. 

Clowning, one suspects, 
was not really for him. 
Soon, he was back in the 
director’s chair, working at 
the Old Vic and the Royal 


Court. Today, though 
endlessly self-effacing, he 
has a surety about him that 
comes from trial, error and 
hard graft. 

Simon explains: “No one 
ever asks you to direct, 
you have to persuade 
people. So every morning 
you need to wake up and 
think: I’ve got something 
to say and it’s going to be 
worth listening to.” 

When it comes to his 


production of Hamlet, 
in which fellow Hackney 
resident Paapa Essiedu plays 
the main role, the critics 
certainly agree. This is a 
Hamlet for modern times, 
where our hero wields 
graffiti spray cans and the 
grave diggers dance calypso. 

It comes to Hackney 
before heading to 
Washington DC, riding a 
wave of positive reviews. 

Does Simon hope that 
staging such a revitalised 
production in a borough so 
rich in diversity will revive 
theatre audiences too? 

Chasing young audiences 
is a dangerous game, he 
says, adding: “But I do 
want to make sure that 
theatre isn’t just the 
preserve of the elderly by 
replacing the cliches with 
something enlivening and 
freshly minted.” 

In the meantime, he has 
twin daughters, aged one 
and a half, at home off 
Hackney Road. “I’ve 
waited all my life for a 
walkable commute. So 
being at the Hackney 
Empire is just the dream! ”

LONDON’S first solo exhibition from Carlos 
Garaicoa shows that the Cuban artist is a 
force to be reckoned with, even if he lets 
you walk all over his work. 

Highlights among his exhibition at the 
Parasol Unit include the provocative ‘Fin 
de silencio’ (‘End of Silence’), in which 
photos of historic Havana department 
stores are projected onto the floor, 
creating a carpet that visitors can walk 
across (though you will be asked to 
remove your shoes first). 

Outside, on the gallery’s terrace, ‘Sin 


titulo (Alcantarillas’) or ‘Untitled (Manhole 
Covers)’ is a series of bronze manhole 
covers, which can also be walked over. 
There’s a spirit of foreboding among the 
fun, however. Garaicoa’s work dwells on 
the decay of Havana’s former glory, pitting 
utopian ideologies against dystopian ruins, 
repression against expression and the 
local against the global.

CHRISTOPHER Marlowe may have written 
Doctor Faustus over 400 years ago. But 
this tale, about the perilous pursuit of fame 
at all costs, has a distinctly modern moral. 
Especially in the hands of Tangle Theatre, 
an African-Caribbean theatre company. 
Tangle’s new production, staged at the 
Areola, uses a cast of just three and an 
electrifying soundtrack of Southern African 
inspired music to transpose Marlowe’s 
renaissance classic to our own times. 
Faustus is a respected but frustrated 
scholar. An unquenchable desire for 
fame drives him to learn the magic of 


the dark arts. He summons the demon 
Mephistopheles, through whom he strikes 
a terrible deal with Lucifer - his own soul 
in exchange for 24 years of infinite power.

A NEW approach to 
health and social 
care is being 
rolled out across 
Hackney, which will see 
services in the borough 
operating across seven 
neighbourhood areas. 

The move forms part 
of a new ‘Integrated 
Commissioning’ model 
where the Council, City 
and Hackney Clinical 
Commissioning Group, and 
City of London Corporation 
are better joining up the 
planning and delivery of 
services in the boroughs. 

There will be eight 
neighbourhoods in total, 
with one in the City, and 
each will cover a population 
of about 30,000 residents 
and involve GP surgeries, 
social care, community 
and mental health services 
working closely together. 

The aim is to remove the 
barriers between hospital, 
social and GP-led care, 
so that people experience 
better quality of care, staff 
satisfaction is improved and 
the most is made of three 
organisations’ resources. 

The new approach is due to 
start operating this summer. 

Priorities include making 
sure mental health is given 
the same priority as physical 
health, supporting people 
to live independently for 
longer, providing tailored 
support for those at the end 
of their lives, and helping 
people change unhealthy 
behaviours to reduce 
obesity, diabetes, and heart 
and lung disease. 

The Integrated 
Commissioning approach 
sees staff including doctors, 
nurses, social care workers 
and pharmacists working 
across four areas: prevention 
of diseases and illnesses; 
planned care, including 
cancer and outpatients; 
unplanned and emergency 
care; and children, young 
people and maternity. 

The local Healthwatch 
teams have also been 
involved, to help ensure the 
views and experiences of 
residents inform the new 
ways of working.

Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Devolution, said: “We 
already have a good record 
of working together across 
City and Hackney, but 
times are changing and we 
need to improve how we 
commission and deliver 
services to meet the health 
and social care challenges of 
the 21st century. 

“Sharing our resources 
and knowledge, reducing 
bureaucracy and 
duplication, and changing 
our approach to shape 
services around people 
rather than organisations 
and processes, means 
we can better tailor 
services to the needs of 
our diverse communities.” 

Benefits of the new 
model are already being 
seen. Closer working 
between health and social 
care has ensured patients 
aren’t delayed from being 


discharged whilst they await 
further health and social 
are support. From May 
to December last year 
delayed discharge was 
reduced by two thirds, 
across both acute and 
mental health services. 

Part of the plans for 
neighbourhoods will 
involve more work on 
preventing ill health. Local 
GPs, nurses and staff will 
try to ‘make every contact 
count’ and use opportunities 
to chat to people about their 
wider health. 

Areas they will be looking 
to improve include the main 
preventable causes of poor 
health (such as smoking, 
obesity, physical inactivity, 
alcohol and substance 
misuse); intervening early 
to prevent and manage 
health problems which 
could become more serious; 
mental wellbeing; and 
encouraging people to make 


Cut down on sweets and help 
Hackney become sugar smart 


A NEW Sugar Smart campaign, that aims to reduce 
excessive sugar consumption in the borough, has been 
launched by the Council and Hackney Food Partnership. 
Sugar Smart Hackney is working with early years settings, 
schools, community organisations, workplaces, leisure 
centres and food businesses to help raise people’s 
understanding of the risks of eating too much sugar and to 
find ways to reduce their sugar intake. 

To help the Council achieve its aim of reducing excessive 
sugar consumption in Hackney, the campaign urges 
residents to reduce their own sugar intake by keeping a 
diary of all the sugary drinks, snacks and puddings they 
have eaten for a week to work out what to give up, cut back 
or swap. 

Example pledges could include: 

• Give up sugary drinks for two weeks - or longer - and 
drink water instead 

• Read the list of ingredients and nutrition information on 
the back label of packaged food and drink (note that a 
teaspoon of sugar weighs four grams) 

• Use the Change4Life Sugar Smart app to check for 
number of teaspoons or sugar cubes 

• Reduce the number of teaspoons of sugar in tea or coffee 

• Swap a sauce or ready-made meal for one that is 
homemade 

• Add chopped pieces of fruit to cereal or porridge as an 
alternative to adding sugar 

• Give up sweets, biscuits, cakes and / or sugary puddings 
for two weeks, or longer 

• Cut back on sugary snacks between meals.

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see.

Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services.

• Once both the meatballs and the sauce are cooked, stir 
together and serve with chopped parsley.
